The battalion will be led by Gen. 
James L. Botsford, with fighting Gen. 
Bob Kennedy as chief of staff. The 
men will be uniformed in dark suits, 
black army hats, with gold cord, and 
white gloves. They will each wear a 
magnificent badge specially provided 
for the occasion, with portraits of Gen. 
Hayes and Maj. McKinley, the two 
Presidents the regiment has furnished 
the United States. Each will also 
carry a small guidon. 
The veterans are aroused to the high- 
est pitch of enthusiasm with the 
unique and inspiring function which 
they have the honor tv perform, and

President McKinley will then make 
his inaugural address. On concluding 
he will return to the President’s room 
in the Senate wing of the Capitol, and 
from there will be escorted to the 
White House by the inaugural parade, 
which will begin to move from the Cap- 
itol, it is understood, at 2 o'clock. 

The parade will move from the Capi- 
tol by way of Pennslyvania avenue, 
west to Washington Circle, thence east 
through K street to Vermont avenue, 
where the organizations will be re- 
viewed by Grand Marshal Porter and 
dismissed. From a stand in the front 
of the. White House.the President will 
review the parade, 

On the return to the White House, 
which President MeKinley will reach 
ahead of the main body of the parade, 
a luncheon will be hastily served for 
béfore he goes -to the reviewing- 
stand. At this time he and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley: will take leave of ex-President 
and Mrs. Cleveland, who will at once 
leave, the former probably going down 
the river on a trip, and the latter to 
Princeton, N. J.

“WASHINGTON, March 3.—The day 
before the inaugurafion opened moist 
and warm. At 10 o'clock a steady 
drizzle set in. Prof. Moore, Chief of 
the Weather Bureau, predicts that the 
weather tomorow will*be clear and cool.

Senator Bulla Jumps On 
Judge Lamme. 


He Wants the Lobbyist to Act

SACRAMENTO, March 3.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Senator Bulla has given E. 
H. Lamme, the free-silver convert who 
is here representing the opposition to 
the five-block bill, notice to behave 
himself or he will introduce a resolu- 
tion to keep him off the _— of the 
Senate. 

Lamme last night distributed on the 
Senators’ desks printed circulars pur- 
porting to contain resolutions adopted 
by the Los Angeles City Council against 
Mr. Bulla’s five-block bill. | 

Today the Senator caught him dis- 
tributing another set of circulars, and 
rose to a question of privilege. He called 
the attention of the Senate to the fact 
that Lamme (naming him to the Sen- 
ate) was here lobbying on the bill, and 
that inasmuch as the bill had passed 
the Sepate, the distribution of these 
circulars in the Senate was intended 
merely as an affront to him (Bulla.)- 

Subsequently Lamme and Bulla had 
some words which ended in’ the Sen- 
ator saying, if the other did not con- 


tion would be marroeHCeG to keep him 
off the floor.

This is the form in- which the San 
Francisco and San Mateo Company 
wants the bill, as it wouldegive access 
to the ferries and park, the approaches 
to which, the company now claims, are 
now monopolized. . 

Mr. Mead has under consideration an 

amendment in the nature of a com- 
promise which appears to be the only 
satisfactory way of preventing the 
“blackmailing” of outside companies on 
one hand, or undue competition on the. 
other. His amendment, unless revised, 
will read as follows: ‘‘Two lines [or 
more] of street railway operated under 
different managements may be permi,- 
ted to use the same street, each paying 
an equal portion for the construction 
and maintenance of the tracks and ap- 
purtenances used by said railways 
jointly; but in no case must two [or 
more] lines of street railway operated 
under a different management, occupy 
and use the same street, streets ‘or 
tracks for more than five consecutive 
blocks, nor for more than ten blocks in 
all; provided that this limitation does 
not apply to streets or parts of streets 
110 feet or more in width.” 
. Down to the word “consecutive” the 
bill is the same as Mr. Bulla’s, ex- 
cept for the words in brackets. -Mr. 
Mead’s idea in making it two ‘‘or more’”’ 
lines is to prevent a consolidated com- 
pany from considering two of its lines 
separately in order to prevent a third 
occupying a street, or in other words, 
to prevent the use of dummies. 

“Five consecutive blocks,’ or 
blocks in all,” he considers to be a 
more generous proposition than.that 
contained in Mr. Bulla’s bill, but he 
has invited criticism from Los Ange- 
les people, as he desires to make the 
bill acceptable to that city. The pro-

S soon as the door was opened it 
i plain that a great musican 
was in the house. From somewhere 
upstairs came a shower of golden notes 
as smooth and softly changing as the 
lights in a colored fountain, It was very 
beautiful. 
“The signor is practicing,” said his 
friend; “he will be glad to see you, 
Wait. listen; there!” 
His fine Italian face beamed with 
enthusiasm as the music from above 


he plays it, note for note, as Schumann 
wrote it, with absolute accuracy and 
nothing at haphazzard, and when he 
makes one of those tremendous Liszt 
jumps from one end of the keyboard to 
the other with both hands full of notes, 


| he Jands fairly and squarely where he 


should land, and his fingers strike the 
keys as marked in the printed score; 
in fact, he can dictate the entire score 
of whatever‘he plays and make no mis- 
takes. 


This unerring precision in. virtuoso 
passages, though wonderful enough, 
might be accounted for by that special 
faculty for judging distances possessed 
by the blind, but’ his memory for notes 
which have never been seen, for all the 
notes of a vast repertoire, is something 
that goes beyond ordinary comprehen- 
sion.

He is young, scarcely over 30. A broad 
white face, hair black and long, as 
musicians wear it, and eyes closed for- 
ever. No doubt about the suffering in 
this face, which has sensitiveness in 
every line, and yet strength, too, and 
ride. ‘His black mustache is curled at 
he ends in approved Italian style. His 
hand shuts on mine in a strong grasp 
that. tells of muscles’ in the fingers, 
short, square-tipped fingers they are, 
coming out of a square palm, the“real 
musician’s hand. His voice is high-

dots on paper, perfected by himself, he 
can get into his brain and then into his 
fingers any succession of notes ever 
printed. He first lays in a frame witha 
ridged metal back, about the size of a 
schoolboy’s slate, a large sheet of heavy 
yellow paper, specially made for 
purpose. Then, along the surface of this 
frame he moves a metal ruler with lit- 
tle squares punctured throughout its 
length to guide the stylus: Wach time 
he presses the stylus upon the paper an 
indentation is made which gives a dot 
on the other side about the size of a 
pinhead. Within each square of the 
ruler he makes a certain number of 
these dots, their arrangement indicating 
some musical character. Five dots like 
a letter “E’”’ backward. means a whole 
note, three dots in a right angle means 
|an eighth note, and so on for all the 
others, as will be understood by the 
accompanying diagram. From one to 
five dots must thus be made to indicate 
every separate note or rest or mark of 
expression, so that fifty’ or sixty dots 
might be necessary to represent the 
manner of playing a single chord with

Very great is the 
strength and skill of his hands, his 
runs and trills murmur like flowing 
water, his crescendo effects comé., like 
the sweep of 3,storm. And not less re- 
markable than his execution is the ef- 
fect of what he plays upon himself. 
Constantly he sways from side to side, 


‘both head and body, his face respond- 


ing instantly to every change in the 
music. Now he is sad or stern, now 
tender, almost to tears. His olor 
changes from extreme pallor to the flush 
of excitement, his lips draw in hard 


against his teeth, and in the heavy 
‘passages his neck swells with tense 


muscles and‘the whole’ man seems 
transfigured. The smile of that sightleSs 
face is something to remember. 

“Now his Heart is beating 130 times 
to the minute,” said his friend as Nu- 
tini rose from the piano. “It’s always 
that way when he stops playing.” 

It is not for me to say how great an 
artist he is. The critics will settle that 
later on, and the public, when they hear 
him. He plays all that Paderewski 
plays and Rosenthal and the rest of 
them, the whole classical repertoire,

and at his home in Italy Nutini has a 
room piled high with these curious 
dotted scores, which represent some 
elght hundred compositions that he has 
thus copied and committed to memory.

That I might better understand his 


method of copying music, Signor Nutini 


took down at his friend’s dictation, a 
few bars from a printed score. His 
friend would call the notes one by 
one, indicating the length ,of each, 
the rest and whatever else was neces- 
sary, while Nutini, working from ‘right 


| to left across the page, made the dots 
upon the paper, his right hand holding 


the stylus and his left managing the 
ruler. The sound and action. sug- 
gested ‘a telegrapher sending @ mes- 
sage. Both men spoke in Italian; and 
every few moments Nutini would come 
out with a sharp “Ecc, ece,”” and ab- 
breviation for ‘‘ecco,” which means 
“all right.” Once he made a mistake 
in the arrangement of dots, but 
quickly corrected it by turning the 
page and pressing the paper flat, and, 
as he did this, he explained what need 
he has to be & master of the laws of 
harmony, for it is this. knowledge 
which enables him to detect mistakes

The dots tell him the time, 
the length of the notes, and every 
Smallest detail of musical notation. 
And he goes ahead quickly, his right 
hand moving continualy 
left and taking in with the wonderful 
sensitiveness of that index finger all 
the details of the score, almost as 
readily as one who could see would 
read them. And such is the man’s 
memory and power of concentration 
that a single running over of the dots 
in this way often suffices to put the 
piece in his head and hands, indeed 
he remembers a good part of it from 
the first copying down with the stylus. 


He learns the treble part first, play- |: 


ing it, oddly enough, with the left 
hand, then the bass part, and then, 
leaving the dotted pages, he tries both 
hands together, feeling. for the dots 


Three days’ work in this way gives 
him a fair mastery of the ayerage 
concert piece, and that includes’ the 
time for the original marking down 
of the dots, then three days more at 
the piano give him proficiency in it, 
and stores it away in his mind, not 
to be forgotten. Six days’ work does 
not seem so very long for such a re- 
sult, but Nutini works 10, 12, or 14 
hours a day, and with an intensity ‘of 
mental effort that men'with eves know 
nothing about. Night or day matter 
nothing to him, whai is going on in 
the world matters nothing; the whole 
universe at such a time consists for 


| him of only two things, a piano key- 


board and a sensitive forefinger. 
A.little later I was given an oppor- 
tunity to judge of the wonderful deli- 
cacy of touch possessed by the blind, 
a delicacy which is doubtless. much 
greater in Nutini’s case than in that of 
the ordinary blind person. He wrote 
down for me the blind alphabet, as it 
exists in Italy, and then showed me 
some of the yellow pages on which were 
written, by the same system of dots, 
his exercises for the study of English. 
They were short sentences of the Ol- 
lendorf style, each one containing about 
a dozen simple words. Now to appre- 
hend one of these words meant to rec- 
ognize by the touch perhaps half a 
dozen letters, and to recognize each 
letter meant the feeling on the paper 
of from seventy-five to one hundred 
dots. These dots are placed sa close 
together that the ordinary person, with 
eyes closed, cannot distinguish by the 
touch between three or four of them 
and cannot tell how they are arranged; 
his finger is not sufficiently sensitive, 
Nena yet Nutini read off English sen- 
rences with the greatest fluency, with a 
clear, staccato effect, something in this 
“Shall you buy my house?” 
“Does your cousin love his wife?’ ‘‘No- 
body likes him because he is a naughty 
boy,” etc. These he gave us almost as 
rapidly as he would speak Italian, his 
busy forefinger running across the 
lines meantime. 

In the midst of this the signor’s

A letter from Italy! Instantly Nu- 
tini’s face was bright with pleasure 
and surprise. He was all animation, 
expectation, and taking the letter 
handed to him he opened it quickly 
and began to run his finger along the 
dotted line. I should explain tthat his 
family and friends write to Nutini 
with the stylus in just the same way 
that he writes down music, and their 
large pages are simply folded over once 
and sent through the mail without seal 
as second-class matter. There is no 
danger of any prying postman discov- 
ering secrets intrusted to this unfa- 
miliar language. : 

Before he had read far Nutini dis- 
covered the trick that had been played 
upon him and burst out laughing, en- 
joying the fun as much as his friend. 
“T read that letter last week,” he said. 
“T got it along with my newspaper.” 
And then he showed me a newspaper 
for the blind, printed with dots like the 
letter that comes to him every week 
from Italy. His friend told “me that he 
can never get. over a feeling of sur- 
price when he enters a room perfectly 
dark .and finds Nutini reading aloud 
the news of the week. as he often does. 
And of course the signor is just as apt 
to do his practicing in a dark room as 
in a light one, for he cannot even tell 
whether the gas is lighted. 

Later. on Nutini spoke of his early 
years, and recalled some charming 
memories of the institution for. the 
blind in Florence, where he grew to 
young manhood. He was received in 
this institution at the age of 7, which 
marked the commencement of his seri- 
ous musical studies, but before that as 
a little tot of 4 or 5 he had amazed his 
parents by his love for the piano, grop- 
ing his Way instinctively to the instru- 
ment and climbing upon the stool to 
pick out chords and melodies with his 
little hands. At. the age of 9 he made 
his first public appearance in a con- 
cert at the institution, and played an 
original transcription of “Il Trovatore,” 
which he repeated for me with great 
amusement. 

“That is the way I played it then,” be 
“paid, laughing, “this is the way I play 
it now."’ And then the showers of golden 
notes began again and the passages 
that seemed to tear out the man’s soul. 
While he loves the classical repertoire 
and devotes himself to it with the ut- 
most conscientiousness, it is a great joy 
to him to wander free and untrammeled 
‘through the beautiful passages of the 
old operas. These he plays over and 


|-over again for his own amusement and 


the pleasure of his friends, never ren- 
dering them twice in the same way, but 


who listen. And when he is alone, in 
the dark, he loves to play the musio of 
love and poetry and sadness. 

“Were you blind from birth?” I asked. 

Nutini shook his head. “No, I am 
blind from the age of nine months; it 
was an accident, but I do not remember 
the light.” 
‘Do you think you would be as great 
an artist as you are if you had not been 
blind?” | 

His face brightened. “That is a 
thought, that often helps me when I am 
discouraged; if I-had been able to see, 
other things would have interested me 
and taken me'from my music. As it is, 
there has been only music in my life. 
What else can I do? We come to a new 
place, my friend takes a walk to see it, 
why should I take a walk? If I want 
air I open the window. What I want 
first is a’piano; when.I have that and 
my violin Iam happy. I live only in my 
music, I practice many hours every day, 
every night, ten, twelve hours, I don't 
know how many. At nce I taught 
music, but no one taught me, except 
for a few months, What, you did not 


you shall hear.” 

Then, with new eagerness, . Nutini 
‘prought forth his violin and played 
beautiful things upon it. His friend 
says he is as great an artist at this 
instrument as he is at the piano. One 


man in the world, blind or not blind, 
who can play as well as he on both the 
iano and violin. And probably. there 
s no one who has so delicat@é an ear.

LINCOLN’S LAST LETTER. 


STEWART’S STORY OF THE NIGHT‘ 
_OF THE ASSASSINATION, - 


The President’s Note to Him Written 
Just Before Starting to the The- 
.ater—How Stanton’s Life Was 
Saved — Swearing in Andrew 
Johnson,

[St. Louls Globe-Democrat:] 
probably received the last letter that 
Lincoln ever wrote. I didn’t keep it, 
but I would give a thousand dollars 
for it now.” 7 

It was Senator William M. Stewart of 
Nevada, who was speaking. He was 
telling tn a graphic manner the story 
of the assassination and describing 
some of the scenes of that fateful night,. 
and also giving the facts of the swear- 
ing in of Andrew Johnson as President. 
He was one of the four men present 
on that occasion, and is the only sur- 
vivor. 

“The day before the assassination,” 
said the Senator, “I was in New York, 
talking with Niles Searles, an> old- 
time California friend of mine. He was 
then a judge, and is still. living. 

“‘T have come to have a very high 
opinion of Lincoln,’ he said, ‘I would 
like to meet: him.’ ; 

“*Come over to Washington with me 
and I will arrange it,’ 
agreed to do so. 

“We took the night traim and. I re- 
member we had a section each oppo- 
site. We had not met in ten years, and 
had much to talk about, so we re- 
mained up all night, getting a little nap 
in the morning.” 

The President was unable to. see 
Stewart and his friend during the day, 
and the Senator said they would go up 
in the evening. 

“Lincoln received his friends in the 
evening after 7 o’clock, as well as dur- 
ing the day,’’ remarked the Senator, 
“which is not the case’ at the White 


House these later years.” 


The Senator and his friend went over 
to the White House in the evening 
and sent word to the President that 
they would like to see him. — 

THE LAST LETTER. 

The President wrote a note in reply, 
saying to Senator Stewartithat he and 
Mrs. Lincoln were going to the theater, 


and asking him to call with his friend ‘ 


the next morning, fixing the hour at 
10 o’clock. 

“That note,” the Senator, ‘‘was 
the last thing Linptoln ever wrote. It 
was signed ‘Lincéln.’ I probably tore 
it up, never dreaming that it was the 
last paper to which that immortal name 
was to be'signed by his own hand.” 

Stewart and his friend stood chatting 
at the entrance of the hite House, 
and were there when the President 
and Mrs. Lincoln came out,. The Presi- 
dent shook hands with the Senator and 
Judge’ Searles was intreduced. They 
talked a few minutes and Lincoln left 
ho White House, to return no more 
alive. 

“IT have accomplished what I came 
for,”” said Searles to Stewart. “I have 
seen him, and I believe I will go back 
to New York tonight.” 

Having plenty of time the two friends 
‘walked to the Baltimore and Ohio 
depot, that being the only railroad 
reaching Washington at that time. It 
was a considerable distance, the depot 
being near the Capitol, as at present, 

On his return, Senator Stewart was 
about to turn up Tenth street and go 
to Ford’s Theater, but thought that 
with the loss of sleep on the previous 
night he might fall asleep in the thea- 
ter. Instead, he went to the ms of 
Senator Conness of California, who had

While he was there Senator Charles 


Sumner came in and there was a gen- 
eral discussion of the.affairs of the na- 
tion. “Sumner,” said Senator Stewart, 
‘was talking loud and making a 
speech, very much as if addressing the 
Senate.” In the midst of the talk Sena- 
tor Conness’s colored servant came in 
and said: 

“Secretary Seward has been assassi- 
nated.” 

‘We all jumped to our feet,” contin- 
ued Senator Stewart, “and walked rap- 
idly to the Secretary’s residence, after- 
ward known as tthe Blaine house, and 
now the site of the Lafayette Opera- 
house. When we reached the door we 
met Hugh McCulloch, afterward Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, coming out. . 
“*The Secretary is seriously wound- 
ed,’ he said, ‘but with care will re- 
cover. The physicians will allow no 
one to enter the room.’ 

STANTON’S LIFE SAVED. 

“We turned-away and went over to 
the White House, Sumner, Conness and 
myself. Soldiers were pacing up and 
down in.front of the door and about 
the grounds. We inquired if they had 
heard anything concerning the attempt 
on Seward’s life. They had heard noth- 
ing of the occurrence at all. It was 
while we were talking with them that 
a messenger came.running up to the 
door. 

“*LincolIn has been killed; shot while 
in the theater!’ he exclaimed” breath- 


y. 

f eourse we were stunned for a 
moment. Conness seemed to be the 
only man who grasped an idea. and was 
the only one of the three that really 
did any good at that time. 

“*They mean to kill the President 
and all his Cabinet!’ he said, quickly. 
‘Go, go at once to Stanton’s house, and 
he may be saved!’ | 

“Two soldiers ran to Stanton's house, 
and as they arrived a man was ring- 
ing the bell. He ran away as the sol- 
diers approached. Stanton himself an- 
swered the bell and came to the door. 
Had it been the stranger instead of 
the soldiers who were there Stanton, 
too, would have been, killed. He was 
saved by the quickness with which 
Conness had taken in the situation.” 

The three Senators hastened to. the 
house where the dying President lay, 
Stewart, sturdy and vigorous, arriving 
in advance of the others, He met the 
Surgeon-General at the door. 

“He is mortally wounded,” said that

until he dies. The room is too crowded 
now.

Stewart did not go in, nor did Con- 
ness, to whom the Surgeon-General re- 
peated his statement. Sumner, on the 
contrary, insisted upon going in and 
remained, while the other men went 
about the city ahd assisted in allaying 
the excitemet.

He ap- 
peared after a time with his pantaloons 
and vest on, and was in the act of put- 
ting on his coat. He was not just 
the looking personage then that 
would have been picked out for Presi- 
dent, or for a great statesman.

At high noon today Grover Cleveland 


will cease to be President of the United 
States, and will retire permanently to 


the ranks of private life. His recall 
from private life four years ago, to as- 


sume the cares of state, was a mistake 


which no citizens realize more keenly 


at the present time than those who are 


responsible for it. 

That President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration has been a signal failure will 
hardly be denied, even by those who 


were its more ardent supporters, four 


years ago. Almost from the beginning, 
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the nation’s credit and to keep the 
treasury from bankruptcy.

INCREASING THE NATIONAL GUARD. . 


Two years ago the California Na- 
tional Guard was reduced in numbers 
in the interests of economy and effi- 
ciency. ‘It was reduced from six brig- 
ades to three. Several companies were 
mustered out,. others consolidated— 
among the former, one at Anaheim and 
/among the latter tmoat San Diego. This 
left twelve companies of infantry, one 
troop of cavalry, one gun division of 
the Naval Reserve and one signal corps 
in Southern California. The twelve com- 
panies of infantry were organized into 
one regiment, comprising three four- 
| company battalions, which is the form 
of regimental organization authorized 
by the United States army regulations. 

It is learned that a proposition is be-

The law provides that the organiza- 
tions of the National Guard, infantry, 
artillery, cavalry, naval resérves, sig- 
nal corps, etc., shall be located through- 
out the State with reference to the 
military wants thereof.

GROVER’S PLEA FOR IMMIGRATION. 


In ‘vetoing the Immigration Restric- 
tioh Bill Grover Cleveland performed 
an act for which it is difficult if not 
impossible to find justification. Cer- 
tainly in giving his reasons for with- 
holding his signature from this meas- 
ure, Mr. Cleveland failed signally to. 
offer considerations such as will con- 
vince the American people of,the wis- 
dom or justice of his action. In at- 
tempting to justify his veto of this 
measure, Mr. Cleveland is forced to deal 
extensively in trivialities and petty ex- 
cuses, wholly at variance with the im- 
portant nature of the subject. His 
message is weak and watery from be- 
ginning to end. If the President could 
advance’ no better arguments than 
those cited by him against, the measure, 
he would far better have kept silence. 

One of the objections urged against 
the bill by President Cleveland ‘and 
others, prior to its passage, was the 
claim that its -provisions, if enacted 
into law, would “separate families’ in 
cases where the’ wife, for instance, is 
illiterate, while the husband is able to 
pass the prescribed test. To meet this 
ebjection the bill was amended so as 
to admit illiterate persons under certain” 
circumstances. As sent to the Presi- 
dent the bill amended the present law 
relating to immigration, by adding to 
the classes of aliens thereby excluded 
from the United States the following: 

“All persons physically capable and 
over 16 years of age, who cannot read 
and: write the English language, or 
some other language; but a person not 
so able to read and write, who is over 


the husband or parent similarly quali- 
fied. and capapbile.’’ 
Surely, these provisions are liberal, 
and they sufficiently meet the objec- 
tions relative to the “separation of fam- 
ilies.” From the text of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s message, however, it appears 
that this was not his principal objec- | 
tion.

We have for many 
years assimilated the vast flood of: for- 
eign immigration, and have ‘tried to 
mold it into decent American citizen- 
ship. Toa limited extent the effort has 
been successful, and some of the best 
citizens of the republic today are of. 
foreign birth. But the experience has 
not been an unqualified success. It has, 
on the contrary, been fraught with 
evil, considered in all its bearings. In 
the earlier days, when the vast physi- 
cal resources.of our country were prac- 
tically undeveloped, the influx of: for- 
eign laborers was not so serious an 
evil as it is now, for there was work 
for all. But the conditions of the early 
days were not the conditions of today. 
Under present industrial conditions, 
the immigration of laborers is not de- 
sirable. The labor market is over-sup- 
plied. There is not work enough to go 
around, and the influx of foreign labor- 
ers means a further over-supply of the 
labor market, with a consequent ten- 
dency. toward lower wages, and general 
distress. 

The industrial ills from which w 
have suffered during the past few 
years are traceable in no small degree 
to the influx of foreign laborers by the 
tens of thousands. These immigrants, 
as a rule, are unacquainted with our 
laws and our system of government. 
They have litth—eodnception of the 
meaning of liberty, which is to them, 
too often, but a. synonym for license. 
They are the easy prey of the agita- 
tor, the demagogue and the anarchist. 
The more ignorant they are, the more 
easily are they led astray; hence, the

Wheat of Foretg@n Countries, 


{Exchange:] A comparison of for- 
eign wheats has been made to ascer- 
tain which were best for our climate, 
soil, mode of cultivation and fér flour. 
The comparison shows the Russian, 
Gertnan and Austrian to be the best, 
of all foreign varieties for flour and 
only fair for the farm.. Serious ob-. 
jections are made to them by the 
fatmér. They are mostly bearded, 
very thinly clothed and frail in the 
extreme—so much so that much of 
the grain. shells out and is lost in the 
harvesting and handling. Only two 
from Russia are exceptions to these 
objections and they happen to be 
poor milling wheats. Wheats from 
Africa and Asia are generally coarse 
in both grain and straw, but remark- 
ably close chaffed and prolific.. None 
shell easily, although mostly bearded. 
The grain has a deep crease or furrow 
and stiff, stubborn, hairy tip, which 
he injures the milling qualities.

AN ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


Boy Forgot How ‘to Stop the Ma- 
chine, and. Gamble Tried’ to 


| Jamp Out.

MANGLED BEFORE HE FELL. 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT AT THE NEW 
VAN NUYS HOTEL, 


Waiter and Boy Lost Their Presence 
of Mind and Leaped from a Cage 
That Would Have 
Automatically. 


A frightful accident happened at the 
Hotel Van Nuys yesterday morning, 
Charles G. Gamble, a waiter, falling 
down the rear elevator shaft from the 
third story, sustaining injuries from 
which he died in less than! an hour. 
Gamble was one of two waiters whose 
duty it is to deliver meals to the va- 
rious rooms, 
floor to get a tray of dishes, and re- 
turned by the elevator. When the cage 
neared the first floor the elevator boy, 
Robert White, turned the wheel of the 


stopping, the cage started up to the top 
again. As they neared the third floor 
the elevator boy reached for the door, 
opened it and stepped out, leaving 
the elevator moving and Gamble inside. 
Apparently Gamble became frightened, 
for he tried to get out also. As he 
stepped forward, stooping, the top of 
the doorway caught him and threw 
him: forward, the floor of the elevator 
rising and pinning his legs above the 
thighs. They snapped like pipestems, 
and the machine, still going up, held 
him by one foot only. Finally, that 
was smashed and Gamble shot, head 
foremost, down the shaft, striking on 
the basement floor, three stories down. 

He fell on the side of his head, and 
his left jaw was smashed to pieces, 
the right jaw broken in five places, and 
the skull fractured in numerous places. 
The poor, mangled body was picked up 
and sent to the Receiving Hospital, 
where - Drs. Hagan and Kingsbury 
worked hard over it. Gamble regained 


fered severe internal injuries, for at 
every breath he vomited blood. After 
nearly an hour of intense suffering, he 
died at 12:10 o’clock.

KILLED INSTANTLY. 


MANLEY A. THAYER THE VICTIM 
OF A BOILER EXPLOSION, 


A Dreadfal Accident That Occurred 
in a Laundry on West Washing- 
ton Street—Owner of tue Boiler 
Censured by Coroner’s Jury. 


Manley A. Thayer, an engineer by 
trade, was instantly killed yesterday 
morning by the explosion of a boiler. 
The accident took place at the Key- 
stone laundry, No. 1324 West Washing- 
ton street, 

The machinery around which the 
dead man had been working had only 
been installed on’ Monday, the pro- 
prietor of the laundry, Jared H. Hix- 
son, having. bought the machinery last 
November from Mrs. Desty, who-guar- 
anteed it to ,be in good condition. Not 
satisfied with this, Mr. Hixson sub- 
mitted the entire plant to a mechanic, 


-who went all over the affair and an- 


nounced that everything was in good 
shape. 

Subsequently Mr. Hixson discovered 
@ small crack in the boiler head of the 
mangle, and called in another me- 
chanic, who advised him not to buy a 
new boiler head, but merely to rivit a 
plate on the inside of the head. This 
was done at once, and John H. My- 
rick, the manager: of the Los Angeles 
Machine Works, was called in’ to in- 
spect the plant. On Monday Mr. My- 
rick, with Mr. Hixson, and the engi- 
neer, Thayer, tested the boiler, run- 
ning the pressure up to fifty pounds, 
the boiler being supposed to gauge for 
seventy-five. On Wednesday again the 
three men were at work, Thayer in 
the back of the shop fixing some shaft- 
ing on a ladder and Myrick and Hix- 
son testing the boiler. Again the pres- 
sure of steam was.run up to fifty 
pounds, and Mr. Myrick was just step- 
ping around the ‘boiler to turn off the 
steam when the boiler exploded, blow- 
ing the head clean out. The recoil of 
the piston rod caught Mr. Hixson, pin- 
ning him against the front of the 
building and smashing the window., The 
boiler head flew straight down the shop 
striking the =ounfortunate Thayer 
squarely in the small of the back, 


Hither one of the fractures would have 
killed the man instantly. 

‘Mr. Myrick was not injured beyond a 
few bruises, but: Mr. Hixson received 
a cut above the left @yebrow and was 
painfully -bruised in the in by the 
pressure of the piston .rod. When the 
steam cleared away both Then rushed 
to where Thayer was lying, but he was 
found to be quite dead. Word was sent 
to the Coroner, and the body was re- 
moved to the undertaking establish- 
ment of Orr & Hines. 

Later Coroner Campbell held an in- 
quest over the body, and after listen- 
ing to the evidence the jury returned 
the following verdict: 

“We find that Manley Anthony 
Thayer came to his death by being 
struck by part. of an expjoded and 
worn-out mangle; and we highly ten- 
sure Jared H. Hixson for not having 
the same inspected by the proper au- 
thorities.” ~ 

In view of the fact that Mr. Hixson 
submitted the plant. to no less than 
three expert machinists, who, one and 
all, declared that the boiler was §per- 
fectly sound, he thinks the verdict 
works some injustice to him. More- 
over, the Council having seen fit to 
abolish the post of boiler inspector, Mr.

NOT REOPEN. 


COMMISSIONERS REFUSE TO RE- 
NEW THE ELIT®’S LICENSE. 


Police Officers and Detectives are 
Unanimous in Their Testimony 


as to the Bad Character of the 
Spring-street Dive. 


— 


When the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners met yesterday afternoon for a 
further hearing in the matter of re- 
newing the license of the Elite saloon, 
Chief of Police Glass was on hand with 
a host of officers and detectives to tes- 
tify against the place. In support of 
the verbal complaint which he had 
lodged against the Elite saloon last 
week, Chief Glass asked that Police Of- 
ficers Fowler, Miller, Richards, Black- 
burn, Mercer, Redfern and Johnson be 
called before the commissioners. All of 
these witnesses stated that they had 
known for weeks that a gang of bunco- 
steerers and confidence men had in- 
fested that saloon and that it was their 
favorite seat of operation. While the 
sharpers frequented the depots and ho- 
tels, their victims were usually taken 
to that particular saloon. 

. Detective Steele said the same gang | 


was found doing business in a 
saloon on Broadway. In the lat- 
ter part of January the _ Elite 


saloon reported to the police’ 
as. their resort:and the proprietor of 
that place was notified to see that his 
saloon was kept clear of such charac- 
ters. 


Detective Bradish also’ said that he) 


had seen Warren King, “Big Swede,”’ 
Burke and others of that ilk passing in 
and out of the Elite saloon, and had 
also seen them about the Natick and 
Nadeau houses. Detective Hawley said 
that he and Deiective Auble had warned 
Proprietor Anderson that they would 
report the place to the Commissioners, 
if he allowed these confidence men to 
hang about the Elite. This notice was 
served on Anderson in the latter part 
of January, and, Anderson promised to 
have the money returned to a certain 
man.who had’ been fleeced in his place. 
Even after warning Anderson the same 
gang was seen about the Elite saloon 
for weeks. 

Detective Auble told the same story, 
and added that he had never seen them 
hanging about any other saloon. 
Thomas, who was one of the proprie- 
tors, was one of the party which had 
fleeced a young man, who complained 
to the detectives, and had been pointed 


of cards. 

Commissioner Wyman told the story 
of a young man of his acquaintance, 
who came here from Ohio and was 
taken in hand by one of the same gang 
on November 21, but was fortunate 
enough to have his suspicions aroused 
when he first entered the Elite, and es- 
caped unhurt. 

Anderson, in his defense of the Elite 
saloon, took the high ground of inno- 
cence, and laid all the blame of-harbor- 
ing the gang upon two of his partners. 
He related in detail how he had: forced 
some of the gang to réturn their win- 
nings to one young man, who had been 
fleeced there, and made a plea for sym- 
pathy. He-had been a victim of his 
partners, and was about to make a 
sale in order to get rid of the trouble- 
Some business, which he had never 
been able to give his personal atten- 
tion. 

In conclusion Chief Glass said that 
the place had been under surveillance 
for months, and was known to the 
police as a place of dangerous charac- 
ter. 

After some discussion amang them- 
selves the Commissioners refused to 
take any further action in the matter, 
and decided to reject the application 
that Anderson’s license be renewed. 
This determination was made by unani- 
mous action on the part of the board. 

A leave of absence for one week was 
granted Commissioner Forman, who ex- ; 
pected to be absent from the city.

NEW OIL ORDINANCE. 


Provisions Agreed Upon Last Night 
at the Conference. 

as conference was held last night in 

the committee-room of the Council for 

the purpose of agreeing upon the pro- 


visions of an ordinance bearing upon 


the oil-well question. At the previous 
three property-owners. and 
three oil men were named _ to confer 
with the committee of the Council, 
which included Councilmen Grider, 
Baker and Mathuss. Deputy City At- 
torney Crutcher was in attendance. 

The session lasted for three and one- 
half hours, 
progress was made in shaping the or- 
dinance, an interminable arguing of 
petty matters and outside history 
g atly delayed the proceedings. A 

mber of outsiders Were present, and 
a their incessant interference greatly 
impeded the transaction of business. 
The arguments at times were heated 
and bitter in tone, bat at the latter 
end of the conference as the attendance 
lessened, more business was transacted. 

At the opening of the meeting Coun- 
cilman Mathuss asked permission to 
make a personal statement, because he 
had been accused of favoring the oil 
operators to the detriment of the in- 
trests of property-owners. He read the 
following statement: 

“Gentlemen, I want to place myself 
on record as favoring all industries 
that we now have, and all that may 
come to our city in the future, but all 
manufactories.and-industries must con- 
form to our laws or ordinances passed 
by the City Council.: 

“The oil business, as it has been con- 
ducted in this city in my opinion, would 
not be tolerated in any other city in 
the United States. Let me state the 
conditions of the so-called oil fields. 

“First, you. make excavations where- 
ever you feel so disposed. These exca- 
vations are to receive the slush, so- 
called, which consists of water, sand 
and oil, all ofe«which are allowed to 
run over and onto property adjoining, 
following our streets and gutters for 
miles and spreading oyer fur lawns. 
I also. find swing-pipes hanging over 
sidewalks, pipes projecting out on the 
sidewalks continually dropping eil; also, 
'wire eables hanging over the streets 
under constant strain, supported with 
old greasy ropes; also oil pipes run- 
ning over and under our streets; boil- 
ers blowing off steam and smoking con- 
tinuously; tank wagons going through 
our principal streets that are unsightly; 
they should be cleaned often,- in some 
cases a-trail of oil can -be followed 
for a mile. 

“Now, gentlemen, all of these 
are nuisances and can be avoided. 

“T will admit you are not wholly to 
blame in this matter from the fact that 
vou have not been held responsible for 
the way you have conducted the oil 
business. ake for instance our Union- 
avenue school, I understand there. is 


is a fact that it is surrounded on three 
sides by boilers. This should not be. 
Our Koard of Fire Commissioners 
should not have granted these permits. 
I will say right here, the Fire Com- 
missioners should be careful in grant- 
ing permits for erecting boilers and 
should consider it incumbent upon them 
before granting permits t6 €xamine the { 
property and locate with stakes wherg 
the boilers should stand. 

“The City Council has passed an or- 
dinance to so draw a line that our parks 
will be protected, and I think the oil 
producers feel as the Council does in 
this matter. Some say the ordinance in 
regard to drawing the line is of no ef- 
fect, then let us make one that we can 
enforce.

Councilman Mathuss moved that all 
the sump-holes be cleaned out and 
then surrounded with a four-foot fence.

At this point the disputes and wrang- 
ing became so wordy and confusing 
that all persons other than members of 
the committee were asked to retire. 
Mr. Garbutt then warmly asserted 
that the features already agreed upon 
were absolutely prohibitory upon oil 
operators. He and his two friends had 
not .been congulted, while the property- 
owners had d¢arried every point over 
their protests.

All the, world listens to what Tesla 
has to ae and some of the points the 
‘great inventor touched: upon :in--his 
speech at the inauguration of the Buf- 


falo-Niagara* transmission may serve 


as guide posts to indieate the bearing 
of current developments in various elec- 
trical branches, while other points were 
virtually a ‘“‘reporting of progress’’ as 
to certain electrical problenis on which 
his attention has long been engaged. In 
considering the question of the prime | 
movers of the future, Mr. Tesla has no 
belief in the reciprocating high-speed 
engine in its present form, nor in the 
steam turbine. He looks upon the ideal 
engine as one which expands the work- 
ing fluid with utmost rapidity and loses. 
little heat™~in_the walls; an engine 
stripped of all ordinary regulating 
mechanism, packings, oilers and other 
appendages, and forming -part of ah 
electric generator. The embodiment of 
such a machine is, of course, Mr. Tesla’s 
own oscillator, brought out in 1893, 
which, it’ is predicted, will presently 
enable machinery covering but a few 
square yards to give such wonderful 
results in power and éfficiency as to 
drive an ocean passenger ship across 
the Atlantic at a greater speed than 
that attained by the enormously heavy 
and bulky steam engines now used... 
There is now quite a stir among elec- 
tricians, and many divergent opinions 
as to deriving electricity direct from 
carbon. Mr. Tesla has little faith.in 
the idea as put forward in carbon-con- 
suming batteries. 
they can replace engine dynamos, espe- 
cially as the high-pressure steam en- 
gine and the gas engine give promise of 
a considerably more economical con- 
version.

of dainty and perishablé commodities | 
wili be materially reduced, and they 
will thus be able to put upon the market 
a more attractive product at the same 
price, and so extend the fame of Los 
Angels for high-class goods of every 
kind that belongs in a tin can or box. 

The new company which yesterday 

filed its articles of incorporation is 
known as the Los Angeles Metal Works 
and is formed with a capital stock of 
$200,000. The object of the company 
is to handle sheet metals of all kinds 
and manufacture cans of every descrip- 
tion—particularly cans for fruit pack- 
ers’? use. The packers of Los Angeles 
and vicinity annually use over four 
million cans, which have been purchased | 
in San Francisco and the East. The’ 
Southern California Packing Company, 
which is the largest consumer of cans 
Yn this end of the State; the Cudahy 
Packing Company, which. uses‘a large 
number of lard pails; the Condensed 
Milk Company, which requires a good 
supply of milk cans, and other :local 
industries requiring honey cans, oil 
cans, and spice cans will have an op- 
portunity to secure cans suited to their 
different requirements here in Los An- 
geles. 
. Although it requires 4,000,000 cans to 
supply the local industries now, there 
is every reason to helieve that the 
fruit from the young orchards now 
growing will require many more cans, 
Then,~ too, other industries will be 
stimulated, such as the manufacture of 
crackers and cakes, Manufacturers of 
the last named articles use wooden 
boxes now, but will be glad of an op- 
portunity to change to tin boxes. The 
same is equally true of the confection- 
ery business. 

The new company is composed of men 
who thoroughly understand this busi- 
ness. Irwin Ayers, treasurer and gen- 
eral manager of the Pacific Sheet Metal 
Works-of San Francisco, is heavily in- 
terested in the new concern and is at 
present making his headquarters at 
the office of the Southern California 
Packing Company. The plant of the 
new company will be a large one, the 
machinery alone’ costing over $50,000, 
and will employ from 100 to 200 men. 
All the supplies that can be secured in 
Los Angeles will be bought here. The 
money which, before this time has been 
paid for freight rates and to foreign 
manufacturers, will now furnish em- 
ployment to many of our own people. 
The latest kind of Sorratie machinery 
has been purchased.

COMMERCIAL. 


BARLEY AND BEER. The National 
. Grange: and other bodies representing 
agricultural interests are makiffg war 
in the East against the brewers who 
are substituting chemicals for barley 
in beer making. It is admitted that in 
many breweries a barrel of beer is ‘be- 
ing made with but the use of a half 
bushel of barley malt, while the Ger- 
mah standard for pure beer is three 
bushels. The claim. is as freely made 
that corn and chemicals have~ put 
tically supplanted barley in..the pro- 
duction of the beverage of the world. 
Commenting upon these facts, the 
Stockton Mail says: 

“The same evil is complained of. by 
the New York State Board of Health, 
where the great increase in Bright's 
disease, rheumatism and other diseases 
traceable to disordered kidneys is at- 
tributed to adulterated and impure 
beer. Four bills in the interest of pure 
beer have been prepared and are soon 
to be introduced in the New York Leg- 
islature. Three of these bills will aim 
to fix the standard. One will provide 
for an appropriation to enable the 
Board of Health to summon the brew- 
ers before it during -the. investigation 
and from them learn what would be 
the most desirable standard. Another 
bill defines pure beer as a beverage 
made from hops, barley malt and pure 
water; and, while permitting the sale 
of any beverage made from other in- 
gredients, which are in themselves not 


injurious in their effect, will require | 


. that they shall be so marked as to in- 


dicate whether they are pure beer or 


whether they are beverages made from 
rice, corn, glucose or other substances. 


A third bill will provide that rice can 
be used in addition to the ingredients 


mentioned in the preceding bill, but no 
acids. 


It is claimed that the general 
demand for light beer makes it neces- 
gary for the brewers to use rice. The 
fourth ‘bill will fix the standard for 
“pure beer the same as that recognized 
by the German government. There 
should be a. hint to the California Leg- 
islature in this plaire from Milwaukee 
and .the attitude of the New «York 
Board of Health, The adulteration of 
beer, wine and liquors is a great evil.” 


DRIED OR CURED FRUITS. A cor- 
respondent of the Pacific Rural Press 
makes objection to the terms “green ’ 
or “dried” as applied to California 
fruits. He thinks that in market quo- 
tations reference should be made to 


“eyred” fruits, instead of ‘‘dried”’ fruits, 


in regard to which proposition the ed- 
itor of the Pacific Rural Press says: 
“The proposition involved in this let- 
ter has often been discussed by grow- 
ers, and we have never heard any dis- 


- gent from the suggestions of Maj. Berry. 


‘Fresh fruit’ and ‘cured fruit’ are un- 
doubtedly more accurate and altogether 
better terms: than ‘green fruit’ and 
‘dried fruit,’ but the change is not one 
easy to make. Since receiving Maj. 


Berry’s letter, we have spoken to sev-. 


eral large handlers of California frufts, 
and their judgment is that the change 
is not now practicable. Several objec- 
tions are urged. The claim is made 
that buyers in eastern and foreign cen- 
ters would not understand the word, 


——-gnd annoying explanations would have. 


to be made, else the new term might 
be misconstrued and taken as meaning 
“some new way of preparing fruit. An- 
other states that the word ‘cured’ 
might convey the idea ‘that the fruit 
had been diseased and made sound or 
cured by treatment. The Rural Press. 
would like to have the opinions of some 
others interested in the fruit industry 
regarding the change proposed. If there 
is any considerable sentiment in favor 
of making obsolete the old term ‘dried’ 
fruit, and there is any benefit to the 
producing interest to be derived there- 
from, the Rural Press will gladly aid 
the undertaking. With the almost 
unanimous opposition of the trade, how- 
ever, it is difficult to see how the old 
familiar word could be successfully 
dropped out of use.” 


THE CIGAR BUSINESS. One of the 
mysteries of the cigar trade, to out- 
siders, is the practice of permitting 
brands ‘to run down in quality, after 
they have been liberally advertised. 
One would suppose, after a firm has 
spent tens of thousands of dollars in 
advertising a certain brand of cigar, 
that it would be more profitable to keep 
up the quality of the brand than to let 
it fall off and thus become unpopular, 
while taking up and spending a lot 
more money in pushing a new cigar.

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—The. frit- 
tering away of the people’s money un- 
der one guise or another is now well 
under way, and members’ records from 
now on will be valuable indicators of 
their sincerity (or lack of it) as econom- 
ical legislators.

To all appearances the committee has 
done its work well. It is true that it 
has indorsed the moss-grown Dennis 
Jordan and John Mullan claims, but 
there is undoubtedly some equity in 
these and the committee has precedents 
for its action based on larger amounts 
than are now recommended in these in- 
stances. Senator Bulla proposes to at- 
tack every one of these claims reported 
favorably by his committee which does 
not appear to him a just obligation of 
the State, and it will not be his fault 
if there are ahy unnecessary expendi- 
tures of the peopte’s: money. These 
claims cover almost every conceivable 
ground from stenographer’s pay to re- 
wards for captures of highwaymen and 
funeral expenses. 

THE VENTILATING JOB. 

One of Senator Bulla’s efforts to se- 
cure economical results at this session 
was the attack which he made last 
Saturday on the report of the Senate 
‘inance Committee raising the appro- 
priation for heating and ventilating the 
Capitol from $50,000 to $75,000. Mr. Peck 
of the Peck-Williamson Heating and 
Ventilating Company did-not leave at 
once for Mexico, as he told me he in- 
tended-to do, after the conversation 
which we had concerning his opeta- 
tions here.

Reference has heretofore been made in 
my dispatches and letters to Senate 
Bill 397. by Senator Bulla, which  pro- 
poses to regulate the use of public 
streets by railways operate@ under dif- 
ferent managements. While no one 
questions the good faith:of the Senator 
in introducing this bill, which is largely 
in the interest of the Los Angeles Con- 
solidated Railway Company, its past 
history is such and its probable effect 
is such that it has been generally 
known as a cinch bill. \Two years ago, 
when this bill was best Known as AS8- 
sembly ‘Bill 702, there were frequent ru- 
mors that money was used in connec- 
tion with its passage—the Governor did 
not sign it—and it will be strange if it 
goes through at this session without 
similar rumors of the use of money 
either to forward-or defeat it. 

As the law stands, a railway com- 
pany cannot use another company’s 
tracks for,a distance of more than five 
“consecutive” . blocks. Assembly _ Bill 
702, and its successor, Senate Bill 392, 
proposed to knock out the word “con- 
secutive.” The bill now reads as fol- 
lows: . 

“Section 1. Section 499 of the Civil 
Code of the State of California is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec, 499.. Two lines of street rail- 
way, operated under different manage- 
ments, may be permitted to use the 
same street, each paying an equal por- 
tion for the construction and mainte- 
nance-ef the tracks and appurtenances 
tryed by said railways jointly; but in no 
case must two lines of street railway 
operated under different management 
occupy and use the same street, streets, 
or tracks, four mure than five blocks. 

“Seo. 2. This act shall take effect 
from and.after its passage.” 3 

The language of the bill is too plain 
to need explanation. It proposes to 
keep, for instance, the Traction Com= 
pany’s cars from running fof more than 
five blocks throughout the whole line of 
Spring street, or other companies than 
the Market-street Railway Company 
from using the great thoroughfare of.

Senator Bulla says there is nothing in 
the bill to prevent the Traction Com- 
paay from running down First to Los 
Angeles street and along that’ street 
for any required distance, and _ that 
there are already enough lines running 
down Market street San Francisco.

such a law, and the City Clerk is hereby 
instructed to mail copies of this reso- 
lution to each of said Senators and

Hance, City Clerk, under seal of the 
citv of Los Angeles. 
“T approve the above resolution. 
[Signed] “M. P. SNYDER, 
“Mayor of Los Angeles City.” 
This action may not be directly in 
the interest of the Traction Company, 
but it is far more favorable than the 
action of the former City Council, and 
white: copies of these resolutions have 
not yet reached the members cf the 
Los Angeles delegation, it is na*tural 
to suppose they will have their due 
effect when they do arrive. 
EFFECT OF THE LAW. 
Senator Bulla, in discussing ‘the bill, 
says the effect of the word “consecu- 
tively’’ in the law of 1881 was to wire 
out the capital invested in the Los An- 
gles Railway Company. When J. F. 
Crank and others obtained their fran- 
chise and constructed the Los Angeles 
Cable Railway, ft required the invest- 
ment of $2,000,000 on which they re- 
ceived no return for several years. 
The electric people, desiring to com- 
pete with them in thier own territory, 
secured an amendment to the code 
which allowed them to use the cable 
company’s line at intervals for its en- 
tire length,. and thus deprived the first- 
comers of the fruits of their energy. 
Senator Bulla says understands 
that the Traction Company has suf- 
fered throught the existence of the 
present law, in that a franchise was 
obtained by Clark and Sherman, a por- 
tion of which eovered five blocks of 
_the former’s line, then left it to run to 
an alley, 150 feet away; through this 
alley to the next street and back to 
the Traction Company’s tracks, The 
Senator further instances the rumor 
that the South African syndicate aban- 
doned its option to buy the Los Ange- 
les Railway Company’s property be- 
cause of the competition which the law 
allowed, and, which would render their 
investment upprofitable. He does not 
understand how Lamme’s claim that 
the bill would prevent the Traction 
Company from reaching East Los An- 
geles can hold good. The company, he 
says, can leave their present track at 
Main and @hird streets, run to Main 
and’ First, down first to Los Angeles, 
along this to Alameda and so on.
